The city cotiiicil of Clinton last 
nig ht 
unanimously 
adopted 
a 
leng thy preamble and resolution 
setting 
forth the violation and 
evasion of the Missouri constitu­ 
tion and statutes by the practical 
consolidation and merg ing of tbe 
Memphis and Frisco sy stems, in­ 
cluding the parirtlel lines known as 
the Clinton line and Kansas City 
division of the Frisco, resulting in 
inferior train service, deteriorated 
track and hig her rates. 
The resolution further called up­ 
on the g overnor and attorney g en­ 
eral to take appropriate proceed­ 
ing s to enforce the constitutional 
prohibition ag ainst railroad coo- 
•olidatioa by separate resolutions. 
May or Armstrong , of Clinton, is 
req uested to invite co-operation of 
the may ors of Benton, Harrison- 
ville and Osceola and to call a 
meeting to that end. 
The Clinton line is the old K. 
C ., C. & S. diviMon of the M em ­ 
phis, but, it is charg ed, it evades 
the statutes by having a set of 
officers. 
However, 
the 
Frisco 
eq uipm ent and train crews are run 
without distinction and the 
con- 
« olidatioQ is charg ed to be a fact, 
the separate officers being m ain­ 
tained solely to defeat the law. 


Article 12, section 17 , of the 
state constitution, say s : 
“ No railroad or other corpora­ 
tion, or the lessee, purchaser or 
manag er of any railroad corpora­ 
tion, shall consolidate the stock, 
property or franchise of such cor­ 
poration with, or lease or purchase 
the works or franchise of, or in 
any way control a parallel or com­ 
peting line; nor shall any officer of 
such railroad corporation act as an 
officer of any other railroad corpo­ 
ration owning or having the con­ 
trol of a parallel or competing line. 
The q uestion whether railroads are 
parallel or competing lines shall, 
wheO demanded, be decided by a 
jury , as in other civil issues.’^

Four masked robbers held up 
passeng er train No. 7 on the Col­ 
orado & Southern railroad, twelve 
miles south of Trinidad, Col., last 
nig ht. 
One of the robbers was shot by 
Express Messeng er H . W . Sher- 
wick, of Fort W orth, Tex. 
The 
robbers flag g ed the train, and as it 
slowed up they ran along side of 
the eng ine and covered the crew 
with revolvers. 
They compelled Eng ineer John 
Guilfril to alight, and after placing 
a sack filled with dy namite under 
the bag g ag e car and attaching a 
fuse to the explosive they ordered 
‘Guilfril to Ignite the fuse. 
This he attempted to do several 
times, but for some reason the fuse 
would 
not 
burn. 
During 
this 
period the robbers kept up a fusi- 
iadc of shots in the direction of the 
train for the purpose of intimidat­ 
ing the passeng ers. 
While they were preparing to 
rearrang e the dy namite and fuse, 
Messeng er Sherwick, after extin­ 
g uishing 
the lig hts in his car, 
q uietly opened a side door in the 
car far enoug h to admit a g un bar­ 
rel and fired at the nearest robber. 
The latter fell in his tracks. 
His 
startled companions picked him up 
and q uickly disappeared in the 
woods nearby . 
None of the pas­ 
seng ers was molested. 
The sheriff of Las Animas coun­ 
ty immediately org anized a posse 
and went in pursuit of the robbers.

Ho bo ko n Wo man ¡Say s Anareh' 
ists Are After Ro o sev elt. 


ASSIGNED TO KILL HIM. 


Woman Who Tells Story Is a Mrs. 
Doxheimer, Whose Meutal Bal­ 
ance Is Uuestioaed. 


Mrs. Lena Doxheimer, who say - 
that, until she became a member of 
the 
First 
Methodist 
Episcopal 
church at Hoboken, N. J., two 
y ears ag o, she was associated with 
an anarchist society of that place, 
and whose mental balance is q ues­ 
tioned, is reported to h a v; related 
to the Mothers’ club and tbe pastor 
of her church a story of alleg ed an­ 
archist plotting s ag ainst the life of 
President Roosevelt. 
According to Mrs. Doxheimer, 
there have been, in the last four­ 
teen months,three persons assig ned 
to the task 
of “ removing ” the 
president. One of these, a French­ 
man named Melove, she say s she 
persuaded to return to Paris, where 
he was killed by a street car. 
She 
professes to believe that he put 
himself in the way of death in or­ 
der to spare his relatives the hu­ 
miliation of reg arding him as a 
suicide. 
Next, according to Mrs. Dox­ 
heimer, the assassin’s task was 
assig ned to a man named Mueller, 
living in Avenue B, New York 
city , who, a few day s later, died 
of poison, self-administered. 
The last of the three desig nated 
for 
the 
murderous work, Mrs. 
Doxheimer alleg es, was a Mrs, 
Schroeder, of Harlem, who also 
ended her life by means of poison. 
Mrs. 
Doxheimer 
asserts 
that 
among the plotters were several 
millionaires. 
H er conception of 
what constitutes a millionaire is in­ 
dicated by her statement that these 
men “ owned houses.” 
Mrs. Doxheimer say s that re­ 
cently she has been under suspicion 
of her former anarchistic associates, 
and that they have followed her 
and her husband from place to 
place, so that they have req uired 
the protection of detectives. 
R ev. Chas. 
L. Meade, Mrs, 
Doxheimer’s pastor, will make no 
statement reg arding the so-called 
confession.

BANK INSURANCE. 


Financiers Ur^ed to Consider Method 
to Protect Depositors. 


B o s t o n , Mass., Nov . i8 .—Sam­ 
u el B. Archer, of Washington, D. 
C., secretary -treasu rer of the Tariff 
Commission leagu e, is in Boston to 
confer with leading bank ers re­ 
garding a plan to form a v olu ntary 
association 
of 
national 
bank s 
throu ghou t the cou ntry which will 
issu e insu rance to depositors for 
their deposits in fu ll. 
Under this plan when a bank 
which is a member of the associa­ 
tion fails depositors and all other 
creditors of the insolv ent institu ­ 
tion will be paid by check from the 
central association within fiv e day s 
from the time pay ment is su spend­ 
ed. 
“ The organization will be some­ 
what lik e a mu tu al insu rance com­ 
pany ,” said Mr. Archer, “ and the 
losses throu gh insolv ency will be 
borne pro rata by members of the 
association.” 
Another object is to 
adv ocate a national law permitting 
associated bank s to issu e “ asset 
cu rrency ” in addition to notes se­ 
cu red by United States bonds. 
A 
conv ention will be held in Wash­ 
ington to consider details.
